Boston Bus Service 
Curtailed Due To 


Commuter Rail Runs

Competition from state commuter 
rail has forced the only Andover-to- 
Boston busline to eliminate all serv- 
ice beyond heavily-traveled ‘rush 
hour” runs and some Saturday 
routes, a Merrimac Transportation 
Co. official said Tuesday. 

Starting Sept. 10, all mid-day and 
Sunday lines will be dropped with 
weekday pickups from Andover, 
North Andover and Lawrence end- 
ing at 9:20 a.m. The last run from 
Boston is scheduled for 6:30 p.m.

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Of Hurricanes and Power Loss 


New England is in the midst of hurri- 
cane season and Massachusetts Electric 
would like to offer information and safety 
tips for its customers in the event of a 
major summer storm. 

“Hurricanes are more than mere 
storms. They are accompanied by all 
types of extreme weather that could 
cause power outages,” said Edward E. 
Mulligan, president of Mass. Electric. 
‘Don’t take these storms lightly. Being 
prepared is the best way to minimize the 
effect on your home and family.” 

According to Mulligan, power outages 
can be caused if lightning strikes poles 
and power lines or if high winds cause 
tree limbs to fall onto wires. Automobile 
accidents an also knock out power if cars 
hit poles and bring power lines down. 

Although Mass. Electric restores power 
as quickly as possible, advanced prepara- 
tion could make a power outage more tol- 
erable. 

Preventive steps should include the fol- 
lowing: 

e Have candles, matches, flashlights 
and extra batteries handy. Have a bat- 
tery-operated radio ready to use and 
check the batteries regularly. 

e« Keep some extra rolls of masking 
tape or other heavy tape around the 
house. It can be used to protect windows 
if high winds are predicted. 

¢ Stock up on food that doesn’t need to 
be refrigerated or cooked, such as peanut 
butter, bread, canned juices, dried fruit, 
nuts and soups. Be sure to have a manual 
can opener in the house. 

* Keep a few air-tight containers 
around to store drinking water. This is 
particularly important if your house uses 
well water that is pumped electrically. 

¢ If a hurricane is predicted, be sure to 
check all your supplies. Tie down any 
loose items outdoors and fill your car’s 
gas tank. Tape small windows and board 
any large ones to protect yourself from 
broken glass. 

e As the storm builds, turn refrigerator 
and freezer controls to their highest posi- 
tions to keep the contents cool during a 
possible power outage. Keep the appli- 
ance doors shut as much as possible. If

power does go out,unplug all major appli- 
ances to avoid a surge when the power is 
restored. Televisions, washers and dryers 
should all be unplugged. Keep one small 
light on in the house so you’ll be able to 
tell when the power comes back on. 

e Don’t go near power lines that are 
down. Call Mass. Electric to take care of 
them. Be sure to keep children and pets 
away from the lines. 

e Don’t use charcoal burners in ‘your 
home to cook or generate heat. The coals 
generate poisonous carbon monoxide 
fumes. 

e After power is resumed, check refrig- 
erated and frozen foods. Meat, poultry 
and vegetables that still contain ice crys- 
tals can be refrozen. If the color or odor of 
any food is ‘off,’ discard it. 

“Following these tips can make an un- 
comfortable situation manageable. If you 
have any questions about what to do in a 
major storm or hurricane, please call 
Mass. Electric,’ Mulligan said. ‘“‘Re- 
member, during an actual storm our tele- 
phone lines are very busy. Please be 
patient and continue to call.”

The basic guidelines for a nutri- 
tious diet are the same for most 
health adults. Older people, howev- 
er, need to pay special attention to 
the quality of the food they eat. 

Most people gain weight more eas- 
ily as they age. Because of changes 
in the body and decreasing physical 
activity, older people usually need 
fewer calories. The requirements for 
proteins, carbohydrates, vitamins 
and minerals, however, are not very 
different from those of younger peo- 


ple. 

The elderly should limit their in- 
take of fatty foods, sweets, salty 
snack foods, high-calorie drinks and 
alcohol. These foods contain many 
calories but few nutrients. Eating 
them in place of more nutritious 
foods can lead to weight gain with- 
out adequate nourishment. 

Some elderly people do not eat 
enough food, particularly foods that 
supply the necessary nutrients. As a 
result, they may not get the vita- 
mins, minerals and calories they 
need to stay healthy and active. 

Older people should follow their 
doctor’s advice about eating, espe- 
cially if they have illnesses that re- 
quire changes in what or how much 
they eat or if they are taking medi- 
cine. Some drugs interact with cer- 
tain foods. Some medicines can 
affect appetite or change the body’s 
nutritional requirements. 

Many older people do not eat prop- 
erly because they live alone and do 
not have the energy to cook a well 
balanced meal for themselves. Eat- 
ing alone is not a plesant experience 
for many people and they tend to eat 
a number of unbalanced ‘‘snacks’’ 
rather than a nutritious meal to sat- 
isfy their appetites. 

The Andover senior citizens lunch 
program provides nutritious meals 
Monday through Friday at 12 noon 
at the Andover Senior Center. All 
Andover residents age 60 and older 
are eligible to participate in this pro- 
gram which offers nutritious meals 
in a pleasant environment with so- 
ciability at a cost of only 50 cents per 
meal. All meals meet one third of 
the minimum daily requirement set 
by the Department of Agriculture. 
Foods are prepared on site and use 
low sodium sauces and gravies. Me- 
nus include turkey, fish, roast beef

and other tasty meals. The Andover 
program is funded by the state De- 
partment of Education, Nutrition Di- 
vision, the Town of Andover and 
user fees. The meal charge is set by 
state statute. 

The fall lunch program begins 
Thursday, Sept. 8. Reservations 
must be made by calling the senior 
center at 470-3830 before 4 p.m. on 
the business day preceding the lunch 
you plan to attend. Transportation 
on the Weebus can be arranged 
when making lunch reservations. 

The federal nutrition program for 
the elderly is operated out of the 
Greater Lawrence Vocational 
School.

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Foliage Season Around 


According to Indian legend, red 
leaves symbolize the killing of the 
Great Bear of the Heavens and yel- 
low leaves represent the cooking 
fires. Whatever the cause, Massa- 
chusetts residents welcome the re- 
turn of the fall season. They know 
that the weeks to follow will be filled 
with lazy, Indian summer days, a 
perfect time to drive along country 
roads, explore small towns and buy 
apples and pumpkins at roadside 
stands. Wherever their travels take 
them, visitors are always  sur- 
rounded by the fiery glow of the 
changing leaves. 

Massachusetts’ foliage season be- 
gins in mid to late September and 
ends in mid to late October with 
peak color lasting for 10 days to two 
weeks in each area. The spread of 
color begins in the eastern area of 
the state and moves eastward to 
Boston, the North Shore, Cape Cod 
and the islands. 

As the leaves begin to turn, leaf- 
peepers take to the road, searching 
for the best vantage point to enjoy 
the vibrant colors. The most famous 
foliage route in Massachusetts is the 
Mohawk Trail. The Mohawk Trail 
runs west from Orange to North Ad- 
ams on Route 2 across the state’s 
northern tier. The trail was one of 
the first roads in the country de- 
signed for automobile touring and 
the 14 state parks and forests along 
the way offer many outstanding 
viewing opportunities. The best 
viewing time on the trail and other 
main roads is midweek. 

Travelers can enjoy superb color 
at a leisurely pace by driving along 
less-frequently traveled roads. 
Route 8 in the Berkshires runs from 
Sandisfield to Dalton with beautiful

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state forests on either end. The sec- 
ondary roads of Routes 116 and 9 in 
the Pioneer Valley wind through 
rolling countryside and picturesque 
hill towns. A color show of a differ- 
ent nature awaits visitors in sou- 
theastern Massachusetts where the 
cranbery bogs turn ruby-red and the 
blueberry and blackberry bushes 
turn a muted crimson color against 
the blue sea. 

For travelers willing to break with 
tradition, there are adventurous and 
innovative ways to view the chang- 
ing colors. Sky-high in a hot air bal- 
loon, the foliage is an endless path of 
blazing color flowing up and over 
hills and mountains as far as the eye 
can see. Several Bay State balloon 
companies offer flights ranging 
from a romantic, sunrise flight for 
two, complete with champagne, to 
larger balloons which can accommo- 
date up to seven passengers. 

Adventurers willing to let the 
winds carry them can launch their 
hang gliders from Skinner Mountain 
in Hadley or from Mount Greylock 
in Lanesboro. Circling over either 
peak allows fliers to study the bril- 
liant crimson, gold and red trees at 
their own pace. 

The chairlift rides at Mount Tom 
in Holyoke and Wachusett Mountain 
in Princeton are the perfect alterna- 
tives for travelers who don’t want to 
be too far from the ground. Both 
rides take passengers to the moun- 
tain tops with spectacular views of 
the valleys below. 

There are also unsual ways to 
view the foliage while remaining on 
the ground. Return to the days of ta- 
ravel by rail and hop aboard the sp- 
cial three-day excursion sponsored

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Nationals Win One, Lose One In Consolation Games

WILLIAMSPORT, Pa.—After 
dropping an 8-2 decision to Spring, 
Texas in the opening round of the 
42nd annual Little League World Se- 
ries, the Andover National All-Stars 
could have packed it in. 

But the East Regional champions 
did not advance to Williamsport by 
backing down from challenges. 

Playing as if the world title was 
still on the line in a pair of consola- 
tion games, Andover nipped Latin 
American champ Curundu, Panama 
2-1 behind stylish lefthander Rich 
Saggese’s four-hit, seven-strikeout 
performance and then dro onped a 2-1 
decision to European titlist Dhah- 
ran, Saudi Arabia despite an historic 
no-hit effort by southpaw Toby 
Guzowski. 

The split left Andover National 
sixth in the world among an original 
tournament field of 17,000 All-Star 
teams. 

A-N also finished the summer 
odyssey with a 14-3 overall record 
and three separate championships 
(District 14, state and East Region- 
al). 

Andover National, 2-1 

With the Goodyear blimp ‘‘Ameri- 

ca’’ circling overhead for much of 


this early-morning game, the Na- 
tionals nipped a Panama team that 


carried eventual champ Tai Chung, 
Taiwan to the limit before bowing 5- 
4 in the rain-soaked opening round of 
the tourney. 

Rick Saggese, improving to 6-1 on 
the mound, made just one major 
mistake as Eric Osorio belted a 
bases-empty homerun in the bottom 
of the fifth to spoil Saggese’s bid for 
his second All-Star shutout (7-0 over 
Walpole American). 

Saggese, who retired the side 1-2-3 
in the first, third and sixth innings, 
was in serious trouble only once. 

Curundu loaded the bases in the 
second on a pair of hit batsmen and 
a single by Roy Padilla, but Saggese 
also fanned the side in the stanza. 

Saggese walked just one batter 
and whiffed seven. 

Both Andover National runs were 
unearned. 

In the first Brian ‘‘Mr. Baseball”’ 
Flanagan reached on a one-out in- 
field error, moved to third on con- 
secutive walks to Paul Allard and 
Saggese, and scored on Toby 
Guzowski’s fielder’s choice. 

In the second session Matt Wol- 
cott was safe on an error, advanced 
on a wild pitch, and scored when 
Ryan ‘Mr. Peabody’? Moynihan 


slapped a single to rightfield. 
A-N loaded the bases in the third 
after walks to Saggese, Guzowski 


and an infield single by Pat Walsh. 
Danny Hansberry’s grounder to 
short erased Saggese at the plate, 
and the inning ended when Todd 
Harris lined to centerfield. 

Flanagan ripped a two-out double 
to deep rightfield in the fourth but 
was left stranded, and in the sixth a 
two-out single by Matt Marvin and 
walk to Moynihan went unrewarded, 

Saggese threw 91 pitches for And- 
over National, which managed just 
four hits itself. 

Todd Harris played well defenive- 
ly at shortstop. 


Saudi Arabia, 2-1 


Free-swinging Dhahran, which 
dropped a 5-1 opening decision to 
Glace Bay, Nova Scotia before 
pounding Tulsa, Oklahoma 12-0 in its 
first consolation game, scored both 
its runs on wild pitches against Toby 
Guzowski. 

Andover’s lanky lefty received 
some spectacular defensive support 
to preserve the no-hitter. 

First baseman Rich Saggese 
stabbed a pair of sizzling low liners 
off the bat of winning pitcher Mike 
Murry. 

Shortstop Todd Harris handled 
five chances flawlessly and partici- 
pated in two doubleplays. He was 


middleman in a 1-6-3 twin-killing in 
the third, and made a es stab of 
a low liner up the middle before dou- 
bling a runner off first base in the 
top of the sixth inning. 

Second baseman Brian Flanagan 
also made three sharp fielding plays 
in the late innings against Saudi, 
which had 19 hits in its two previous 
games. 

Winning pitcher Mike Murry was 
certainly no slouch, himself, limiting 
Andover to four singles including a 
pair of bunts by Guzowski and an 
infield roller by Matt Wolcott. 

Murry, mixing the most potent 
fastball the Nationals saw with a 
devastating changeup, walked four 
and struck out 13. 

A-N stranded eight baserunners, 
including three in the bottom of the 
fifth, and Murray whiffed the side in 
the third and fifth while fanning two 
in the first, fourth and sixth stanzas. 

Guzowski walked only five, hit 
one batter and struck out four. 

The tallest player in the tourna- 
ment finished with an 8-2 overall re- 
cord, pitching eight complete 
games, and in 58 innings Toby 
whiffed 78 batters and allowed only 
28 hits.

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League President Discusses Rise 
Of Youth Baseball Program

WILLIAMSPORT, Pa.—It was 24 
hours after the Andover Nationals had 
been knocked off by Spring, Texas 8-2 in 
the opening round of the Little League 
World Series, and Bill Novelline was 
walking around with a smile on his face. 

“‘Someone asked me today if I was dis- 
appointed,’’ said the first-year Andover 
Little League president. ‘‘How could I be? 
I’m thrilled. I’m so enthusiastic I could 
jump through my skin.” 

Novelline, of course, would rather have 
seen an Andover victory. But his elation 
came from a tremendous sense of pride 
and accomplishment at the meteoric rise 
of this town’s youth baseball program. 

“T’ve seen this program go from noth- 
ing to Williamsport in the space of six or 
seven years,” said Novelline, who started 
as a manager in 1982 and moved up to 
National League vice-president before 
taking over as head of the whole opera- 
tion this year. “Every facet of Andover 
youth baseball has been upgraded that 
quickly. 

“The most important things have been 
participation in the summer tournaments 
around the area (Chelmsford, Dracut, 
North Andover, etc.), an idea originated 
by Frank Orlando, and the addition of 
some great coaches. 

“The coaching in Andover Little 
League is so much better now,”’ continued 
Novelline. ‘‘The men we’ve added in the 
last few years know the game. They’re 
tireless workers and their efforts have 
paid off. 

“T used to try and recruit coaches. I 
was begging people to help out. But now 
we can even afford to be selective. 

“Guys like Jimmy Arnold, Red Harris, 
Joe Iarrobino, Bill Batchelder, Paul Cas- 
sidy, Bob Pisco (coach-of-the-year at St. 
Clement’s High in Somerville in 1979) and 
Charlie Long are the keys to our success. 
They’re all volunteers who love the game 
and love the kids. 

“The enthusiasm of the parents is also 
important. Their: support is absolutely 
necessary. 

‘‘We’re building a tradition in Andover. 
Younger kids coming through the system 
will see what the 1986 team did (state 
semifinalist), and of course they’ll al- 
ways point to this year’s team,” noted 
Novelline. 

“We were definitely not out of our 
league in this tournament. We had a bad 
ballgame (against Texas), but when you 
play 15 or 16 games it’s bound to happen. 

“To see this — that Andover can play 
competitively with anyone in.the world — 
is awesome! 

“Our players and coaches will still tell 
you the baseball they saw back in District 
14 was as good as anywhere. The first 
team we beat, Lowell Highland (4-2), was 
as tough as they come. Billerica Ameri- 
can and Tewksbury National would be 
competitive at all levels, too. 

“T’ve seen it come full circle. That’s 
why I’m so excited. It’s unbelievable,” 
concluded Novelline. 

Harris Agrees 

Andover National assistant coach Red 

Harris naturally agrees with Novelline. 


“Everyone involved with the Andover 
baseball program can go around with his 
chest pumped out,” stated the former 
Boston College star quarterback. 

“Winning three district championships 
in a row, getting to the state tournament 
twice, and accomplishing what these kids 
did this summer has to make Andover the 
hotbed of baseball. 

“There has been success at every lev- 
el, from high school down through Pony 
League and Little League. In addition to 
this team, our 10-year-old and 11-year-old 
traveling teams are winning tournaments 
all over the place. 


“Tf there were ever any doubters in 
Andover baseball they certainly must be- 
lieve by now. 

‘And I believe we’ve also proven to 
people in the area that the entire Merri- 
mack Valley plays great baseball,” con- 
tinued Harris. ‘‘Getting out of the district 
ee one of the toughest things we had to 

0. 


“We improved a lot over eight weeks. 
If we went back and played Lowell and 
Billerica today we’d probably beat them 
like a drum. But, by the same token, if 
they played together eight weeks they 
couldn’t help but get stronger. 

“The coaching in Andover at the Little 
League level is excellent. That, plus all 
the outstanding camps in the area and the 
tournaments, should make Andover a top 
baseball town for years.” 


Not to be overlooked in the Nationals’ 
success is the fact the Andover American 
All-Stars, although eliminated in the sec- 
ond round of the districts, also had an ex- 
cellent team. 

They lost 1-0 to Billerica American, the 
only team to beat Andover National prior 
to the World Series, and could possibly 
have gone a long way themselves had 
they cleared that early hurdle. 


Seary for future Andover opponents 
are assertions by Harris and Bill Bat- 
chelder that the current 11- and 10-year- 
old All-Star teams are budding power- 
houses. 

‘This year’s 11-year-old team is anoth- 
er great one,’’ said Harris. ‘“‘In terms of 
hitting and defense they will be as good 
next year as this Williamsport club. The 
pitching isn’t there right now, but Toby 
(Guzowski) came out of nowhere this 
summer. Someone similar might emerge 
next year.’ 


Two members of this year’s World Se- 
ries team, Harris’ son Todd and Pat Cas- 
sidy, are only 11 and will be around next 
summer to wreak more havoc on oppo- 
nents. 

Batchelder, who coached the previous 
two Andover National district champions, 
is very enthusiastic about the 10-year-old 
group. 

“‘T can’t wait to see what they’re like in 
two years, and I hope I’m the guy who’s 
coaching them,” he said with a smile.

WILLIAMSPORT, Pa.—‘‘We just couldn’t hit 
the ball,’ said centerfielder Danny Hansberry 
with a shrug. 

‘We didn’t execute. We didn’t have it today,” 
offered second baseman Brian Flanagan who 
could still flash that ever-ready grin. 

“T was surprised by the speed of the pitcher,” 
chipped in catcher Paul Allard. ‘‘We hadn’t faced 
anyone that fast before, and we couldn’t get the 
bats around.” 

“T thought we’d explode and score a lot of 
runs. We didn’t play at our best,”’ admitted pitch- 
er-first baseman-slugger Rick ‘“‘Slammer’’ Sag- 

ese. 
: Those were some of the immediate reactions of 
the Andover National Little League All-Stars af- 
ter Spring, Texas shattered their dreams of a 
world title last week in the opening round of the 
42nd annual LL World Series in Williamsport. 

But, if the players were discouraged, you 
wouldn’t have known it by looking at them as 
they walked around the 48-acre Howard J. La- 
made Stadium complex and the fenced-in com- 
pound housing their sleeping quarters. 

This group of 12-year-olds had everything neat- 
ly in perspective. 

‘This whole week is great,” said Hansberry, a 
blond-haired, blue-eyed future heartbreaker. 
“But I won’t go back to school and brag about 
what we did. Everyone knows what’s going on.’ 

“‘We’re just happy to be here,” added Allard, 
whose mother, Lynne, trimmed his mohawk for 
the television cameras and a photographer from 
USA Today the night before the first game. 
‘‘We’re not as serious as, say, the Taiwan team. 
Those kids (eventual champs) are on a mission to 
win.”’ 

‘“‘We’re going to leave here as one of the best 
eight teams in the world,” said red-haired, freck- 
le-faced Little League poster boy Flanagan, so of

“The first couple of seconds you could tell the

“The Texas pitcher (Jason Powell) was one of 
the better ones we faced,’’ said Danny Hansber- 
ry, a former New Jersey resident and son of Mr.

“But we’ve had some great innings and I kept 
thinking we’d come back.”

“‘We lived and died by the walk all summer,”’ 
said Arnold.

Some players, and fans alike, sported 
hats with upwards of 50-100 different pins. 

Taiwan 
Most Andover National observers felt the 
East champs, if given the chance, would 
have played 13-time world titlist Taiwan 
tough. 

That feeling was heightened after 
watching robotic but fluid Tai Chung 
struggle to nudge Panama 5-4 in its open- 


ing game (Andover later beat Panama 2- 
1). Subsequent Taiwan contests produced 
16-1 and 10-0 routs over Nova Scotia and 
Hawaii. 

“Our guys knew we belonged there,” 
said assistant coach Red Harris. ‘They 
absolutely were not overwhelmed by any 
aspect of the tournament, including the 
facility and the opposition. 

“Before the tourney started we felt 
Taiwan and Panama were the teams to 
beat,.and both Jim (Arnold) and I were 
hesitant about letting our kids watch that 
first game. 

“Tt turned out to be one of the best 
things we could have done, even though 
we ended up losing to Texas. It showed 
our kids we could play with those guys.” 

“The past few years we heard stories 
about Taiwan being the best,” said Danny 
Hansberry. ‘‘I thought they’d kill every- 
one, but after watching them (against 
Panama) I think they were beatable.”’

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Essex Tourney 85 Years Old 


The Essex County men’s singles and doubles tennis 
tournament, first held in 1903, is the oldest on the 
New England circuit. 

It was held at the Oldtown Country Club on the 
Parker River, Newbury, from 1903 until the first 
World War precluded such tournaments after 1916. 

The champion of the previous year’s singles did not 
have to play inthe open tournament. Instead he 
“‘stood’’ against the playing-through tournament win- 
ner for a three of five set match to determine wh 
held the title for the ensuing year. z 

The Dodge family of Newburyport competed in and 
conducted the tournaments through 1916. 

The tournament was moved to the North Andover 
Country Club in 1919, under the direction of the late 
Sam Rockwell and his family. Mabel, Bill, Tom, 
Shawn, Charlene, Brad, Tyler, Maria and Tim Rock- 
well composed the 1987 committee. 

The tournament moved to the Willows Rackquet 
Club of North Andover, possessor of indoor and out- 
door tennis facilities, in 1986 and will be held there 
this year over Labor Day weekend. Entry informa- 
tion can be obtained from the Rockwell house, 676 
Osgood St., North Andover. 

The 14th three-year singles bowl was won in 1986 by 
Patrick McGee of Lexington, Ky., over. Joachim 
Hammer of West Germany. Paul Gastonguay of Le- 
wiston, Maine, won over long-time competitor Chris 


Post of Natick in 1987. 

Competitors have included players from all the 
New England states as well as Arizona, California, 
Illinois, New York, Florida, New Jersey, Washington, 
D.C., Pennsylvania and Tennessee and from En- 
gland, France, Poland, West Germany, Bermuda, Ja- 
pan, Brazil, Argentine and Canada. 

A few quotes from earlier times show that New 
England tennis, then played more forcefully than 
now, still retains much of the same old-time charac- 
teristics and complaints. 

In 1904 Edward Shepard of Newburyport, drawn 
against a more talented ‘‘crack”’ promised to ‘‘do his 
best to frustrate the inevitable conclusion.”’ 

Sydney M. Chase of Haverhill waas reported in 1903 
as a “very sure man to return balls from the back- 
court and simply waits for the error of his opponent. 
He was further reported as ‘‘remarkably proficient 
at his style of game, but is equally certain that 
against a net player it will not avail.” 

A losing competitor in 1904 was heard to say that 
‘the was not in his game due to an unaccountable 
lassitude creeping over his linbs.’’ 

Phil H.R. Pearson tried to illustrate a point in 1903 
by remarking, “We working men never stand any 
show with you professionals who eat your meals in 
the service court with a tennis racket for a fork.”’

area, also taking on commuter runs, 
the business made money in 1985 
and ‘86, said Caplan. 

When commuter business began 
heading for the rails, beginning in 
the later stages of 1986, an annual 
MBTA subsidy of $204,000 enabled 
Merrimac to up their profit margin. 

Even with state help, declining 
ridership brought Merrimac to the 
point where ‘‘we can’t provide the 
same service with the same reve- 
nues,”’ said Caplan. 

Other problems have plagued the 
firm recently, including phone com- 
pany hang-ups and clashes with bus 
safety inspectors. 

Merrimac Transportation was re- 
cently found in violation of unnamed 
safety standards by the DPU’s Rail- 
way and Bus Division, a situation 
that a DPU spokesman said was cor- 
rected ‘‘very quickly’ by Merrimac. 

Caplan indicated the problems 
stemmed from a personality clash 
with the bus inspector. After com- 
plaining to DPU officials, another in- 
spection was scheduled and 
Merrimac buses passed ‘“‘with flying 
colors,’’ said Caplan. 

For at least the past few weeks, 
Merrimac Transportation has been 
unreachable by phone. Both the 
number listed in the NYNEX yellow 
pages and one given in a recorded 
schedule information message have 
been out of order.

Caplan explained that the phone 
glitches were caused by the compa- 
ny’s move from North Andover to 
Everett in July.

The reorganization of Andover 
schools will not pose a problem 
opening day—Sept. 8, according to 
school administrators. They are an- 
ticipating a smooth debut of the new 
four-year high school and the two 
middle schools in town. 

The administrators are shining a 
positive light on this new grade or- 
ganization, which houses students in 
grades one to five in the elementary 
schools, grades six to eight in the 
middle schools and grades nine to 12 
in the high school. 

Terms like renewal, opportunity 
and smooth transition have been at- 
tributed to the changes that will take 
place in the upcoming school year. 

Andover High is the only school 
that will experience a noticeable in- 
crease in student population. Next 
year’s 240 additional students will 
not overcrowd the school, said Timo- 
thy Thomas, assistant principal. 

Next year’s enrollment will be 
about 1,280. The building was con- 
structed in 1967 to accommodate 1,- 
250 students. But, since that time, 
rooms have been added and better

use has been made of available 
pages by changing the configuration 
of some rooms, Thomas said. And, 
he noted, the school housed 1,600 stu- 
dents in 1981. 

Even so, changes have been made 
during the summer to accommodate 
the influx of extra students. 

More space has been created by 
converting four areas into class- 
rooms, which hadn’t been used for 
that purpose in the past, Thomas 
said. The day care class that met in 
the high school will meet elsewhere; 
a large business class will be used 
for team teaching classes—like Hu- 
manities and American Studies; sci- 
ence labs will be used more 
effectively; and an art room has 
been moved to an old industrial arts 
area that wasn’t used last year. 

An Apple computer lab has also 
been added, and it will be available 
to all departments. 

Having adequate locker space for 
additional students was a concern. 
But, according to Thomas, there 
have been extensive repairs. ‘‘We 
now have all functioning lockers,” 


he said and added that replacements 
will be in place in the future. 

The reorganization hasn’t had a 
significant impact on the courses of- 
fered at the high school. 

The ninth-grade courses will be 
new, said Principal Wilbur Hixon. 
“For the most part, the ninth-grad- 
ers will be on their own,”’ he said. 
“But there are some electives that 
will be mixed classes with the other 
grades.” 

There are a few new courses in 
science, art and business. But the 
expansion of woodworking and culi- 
nary arts class offerings and the re- 
vitalization of a technical drawing 
course can be attributed to the in- 
aes student population, Hixon 
said. 

Having the ninth-graders in the 
high school will allow administra- 
tors to coordinate the entire curric- 
ulum for grades nine to 12 much 
more effectively, Thomas said. 

Incoming ninth- and 10th-graders 
will have a chance to get acquainted 
with their new environment at a spe- 
cial orientation program Sept. 8.

Curriculum revisions have also been taking place. 
Math, social studies and foreign languages are the 
subjects being updated this year, Haslam said. 

As part of the staff development program, several 
faculty members at the middle schools met during 
the summer and put together a task force report that 
defined key concepts of a middle school and estab- 
lished a three-year timetable for their implementa- 
tion. 

Interdisciplinary study, the inter-relationships of 
Classes, emerged as the concept with the highest 
priority. According to the report, “it sends a clear 
message that we are now a middle school, not just in 
name, but in practice.” 

The report also states that developing interdiscipli- 
nary units will encompass several other middle 
school key concepts, such as team planning, cooper- 
ative learning and exploratory activities. 

In-service days and conferences have been sched- 
uled throughout the school year to train the middle 
school staff. 

The two middle schools, Doherty and West, are set 
for their opening, according to school administrators. 

“Tt’ll be a year of transition for both faculty and 
students,” said Dr. Richard McGrail, principal of Do- 
herty Middle School. But he said the new organization 
is an opportunity to make changes in the school and 
to transform it into a middle school. 

Such a school has student-centered exploratory 
programs, he said, because the classes are not tied 
into high school credits. “It’s safer to encourage risk- 
taking courses because credits are not involved,” 
McGrail said. 

Putting the emphasis on the student, rather than 
the subject, is a middle school philosophy, said Bruce 
Maki, Doherty housemaster. 

McGrail did note that some middle school ideas, 
like team teaching, have been used at the junior high 
schools in the past. But, he said, changing to a middle 
school “gives us the chance to take a fresh look at 
what we’ve been doing.”

‘We'll have a great opening,”’ Hart said. ‘‘There’s 
been a lot of good planning, and we have an enthu- 
siastic staff.’’ 

McGrail agrees. ‘‘We’re looking at the changes as 
an opportunity, rather than a problem,” he said.

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New Housemaster Praises Middle School Concept 


By Julie M. Barry 


Becoming a middle school isn’t the 
only change at the former Doherty Junior 
High School. There will be a new face at 
the school this fall: Bruce Maki’s. 

Maki has joined the administrative 
staff as housemaster. A Danvers resi- 
dent, he has been in the educational field 
since 1970. He was a teacher and most 
recently a guidance counselor at Win- 
throp Middle School. 

But Winthrop did not always have a 
middle school. Like Andover, the school 
system was reorganized and the junior 
high was converted to a middle school. 
Maki was part of that transition in 1984. 
“Having seen the change, it gives me in- 
sight as to what might happen here,”’ he 
said. 

The change, he said, is an evolution 
and doesn’t happen all at once. The pro- 
gram changes, like going from interscho- 
lastic sports to intramural sports, happen 
at a quicker pace than the changes in atti- 
tude. 

The transition pays off. “I think the 
middle school has tremendous advan- 
tages over a junior high,’”’ Maki said. 

Bringing sixth-graders into the school 
makes it a younger school, according to 
Maki, who said “‘I think it slows down so- 
cialization, and I think it’s a benefit...the 
seventh- and eighth-graders don’t try to 
model themselves after ninth-graders.” 

Curriculum-wise, a middle school em- 
phasizes the student rather than the sub- 
ject matter, Maki said. For example, 
learning how to learn is a bigger priority 
than just learning a body of information. 
But Maki stressed that academic expec- 
tations are not lowered. “The students

said. 

One of the things that attracted Maki to 
the Andover school system is the reorga- 
nization. ‘“‘Change can be exciting,” he 
said, “‘it forces you to think about what 
you’re planning.” 

And he says he’s eager to be a part of 
the change. ‘I’m very enthusiastic about 
working in Andover and being in a school 
that’s making a transition,’ Maki said. 

The housemaster concept, initiated at 
Doherty last year, is also fairly new. The 
two housemasters, Kathy Blain and 
Maki, have responsibilities similar to 
those of an assistant principal. 

Discipline is the traditional responsibi- 
lity of an assistant principal. But Blain 
and Maki are also involved in counseling 
students. 

There are a lot of physical and emo- 
tional changes in sixth- through eighth- 
grade students, Maki said. And he said 
part of his job is to help the kids make 
their transition during those three years. 

Maki has experience working with both 
elementary- and high school-aged chil- 
dren, but he said he prefers working with 
middle schoolers. ‘‘This is a really fun 
age to work with because so many things 
are happening to them,” he said. 

Doherty Middle School is divided into 
two houses. Everyone—teachers and stu- 
dents—belong to a house, and Blain and 
Maki are each in charge of one house. 

“‘The two housemasters are involved in 
the implementation of different school 
policies,’”’ said Blain, adding ‘‘We’re try- 
ing to build a sense of community in the 
school.” 
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If you hear 4-year-olds at St. Robert’s Country Day 
School asking if it’s ‘“T time”’ yet, they’re not looking 
for a cup of Salada or Tetley. They’re asking about 
the newest program being offered at the nursery 
school as it begins its 19th year of operation this fall. 

“*T”” stands for ‘‘together time,’’ and that’s what 
students in the regular and enrichment groups will be 
sharing as the school year begins. 

According to Helen P. Keegan, the school’s educa- 
tion director, nursery schools must constantly up- 
grade and change their offerings to keep pace with 
the various kindergartens in the area (St. Robert’s 
has students from Andover, Lowell, Tewksbury and 
Dracut). 

The St. Robert’s staff has worked throughout the 
summer on a plan to combine classes for workshops 
in music, art, dance and movement or science. Each 
teacher will conduct a group in her specialty. 

“With children being exposed to more than one 
teacher on a daily basis in kindergartens, we feel it is 
important that they are introduced to this process 
while they are still in small groups of 11 or 12, as they 
are at St. Robert’s,’’ Keegan said. ‘““Then, when they 
go on to are, public school classes, they are not 
overwhelmed.”’ 

With three classes of 3-year-olds (called mini nurs- 
ery), four of 4-year-olds (regular/enrichment nurs- 
ery) and one of 5-years-olds (maxi nursery), St. 
Robert’s is the town’s largest nursery school. 

The school is semi-cooperative with parents help- 
ing on various committees as their time and talents 
allow, Keegan said. :

Back to 
School... 
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Board Examines Dropout Rates 


The Board of Education took a close 
look at dropout rates in Massachusetts 
high schools during its meeting May 24 in 
Fall River. 

The board received a report that shows 
about 5.3 percent of the students enrolled 
in grades nine-12 dropped out of school 
during the 1986-87 school year—the 
equivalent of losing almost the entire stu- 
dent body of the states 10 largest high 
schools. 

The report came from the Department 
of Education’s Office of Planning, Re- 
search and Evaluation. 

It warned that more than 13,400 student 
who began grade nine in 1986—19.5 per- 
cent of the total enrollment—may not fin- 
ish high school. 

Board Chairman James F. Crain said, 
‘These numbers should be of great con- 
cern to all of us. We should think about 
the implications for young people in 
terms of being productive and indepen- 
dent and making contributions. 

“We need high-level skills in Massa- 
chusetts, so a high school education is a 
minimum.” 

Commissioner of Education Harold 
Raynolds, Jr., commented on the need to 
lower the figures. ‘“We can pay now or 
pay later at a much higher cost in terms 
of unemployment and drug and alcohol 
abuse,”’ he. said. 

The report was presented to the board

at its meeting in Durfee High School, 
which has had one of the highest dropout 
rates in the state. The school has been 
able to lower the firgure in recent years, 
however. 

Other findings in the report: 

e The dropout rate for male students 
was 5.8 percent, 4.8 percent for female 
students. 

e The highest dropout rates are in 
grades 10 and 11. 

e Two-thirds of the total number of 
dropouts were from urban schools. 

¢ Dropout rates varied considerably 
among school districts. The highest, 8.9 
percent, was in urban centers. The low- 
est, 1.5 percent, was in residential sub- 
urbs. 

More than 250 school districts, rep- 
resenting 98 percent of the total school 
districts containing grades nine-12, were 
included in the study which was required 
under Chapter 188. 

The study will provide a baseline year 
for dropout statics. 

“Over the next few years we will be 
able to gauge more precisely whether 
state and local dropout prevention efforts 
are succeeding in bringing down the num- 
ber of school dropouts,” Raynolds said. 

The report said, ‘‘Although this is not a

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Massachusetts is gradually chan- 
ging the way in which it prepares 
new teachers to enter the classroom. 

Many of the modifications are the 
result of a report by a joint task 
force on teacher preparation, which 
proposed drastic changes in the way 
that Massachusetts trains teachers. 

Some of the recommendations are 
being put into effect by the state 
board of education. Others are be- 
fore the state legislature. When fully 
implemented, the new certification 
system would be the first of its kind 
in the nation. 

The changes would provide a new, 
rigorous system of teacher prepara- 
tion with two stages: 

eProvisional certification for tea- 
chers who have completed a four- 
year degree program that stresses 
liberal arts and science but also in- 
cludes education courses and 190 
hours of instruction in actual class- 
rooms. 

eFull certification after comple- 
tion of a master’s degree. 

The changes would abolish the re- 
quirement that a teacher must have 
an undergraduate degree in educa- 
tion to be certified. 

Instead, the teacher would earn a 
liberal arts degree or science degree 
that includes training in education 
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and pass a test to receive a provi- 
sional teaching certificate good for 
five years. A master’s degree and 
passing another test would be re- 
quired within five years in order for 
the teacher to become fully certi- 
fied. 

The procedure would require tea- 
cher-training colleges and universi- 
ties to work closely with local school 
systems in designing education 
courses and in overseeing practice 
teaching. 

The study resulted from cooper- 
ation between the Board of Regents 
of Higher Education and the Board 
of Education. Chancellor of Higher 
Education Franklyn g. Jenifer and 
Commissioner of Education Harold 
Raynolds, Jr. worked closely in 
coordinating the project. 

The joint task force on teacher 
preparation was created by the 
Board of Regents and the Board of 
Education and first convened by Je- 
nifer and Raynolds in May 1987. 

The members include teachers, 
school administrators, members of 
college faculties of education, col- 
lege presidents, legislators and pub- 
lic representatives assisted by seven 
part-time staff members on loan 
from other agencies. 

Their assignment was to make 


recommendations for improving 
teacher education in the state col- 
leges and unviersities within the 
Massachusetts public system of 
higher education. 

The report also calls for on-the- 
job training of student teachers. Col- 
lege undergraduate programs would 
work with cooperating schools to of- 
fer field-based courses that would 
prepare prospective teachers to 
meet a requirement of at least 150 
hours of supervised classroom expe- 
rience. 

A core of “‘mentor teachers’’ cho- 
sen from the schools’ classroom tea- 
chers would supervise and support 
new teachers and work with colleges 
to train them. 

The proposed certification plan 
could increase access for minority 
students to the teaching profession. 
The report said, “‘the percentage of 
minority teachers is projected to be 
as low as 5 percent by 1990. This con- 
stitutes nothing short of a state of 
emergency. Not only do minority 
students suffer when they have little 
or no exposure to minority teachers, 
but white students suffer as well.”’ 

The fact that provisional teachers 
would receive a salary while contin- 
uing their training could make tea- 
ching an attrative career option to

candidates who cannot delay earn- 
ing a paycheck until after they earn 
a master’s degree, the report noted. 


The new system of certification 
would mean that a college under- 
graduate program would offer a 
combination of studies, part of them 
based at the college and part based 
in schools. A minimum of 150 hours 
of supervised classroom experience 
would be required for provisional 
certification. 


Early field assignments would be 
offered to undergraduates, as soon 
as the freshman year, to allow them 
to observe children learning and ex- 
plore whether they like being with 
children as a teacher. 

At the same time, empshasis of 
the undergrduate program would re- 
main on the arts and sciences. ‘‘W: 


anticipate that this emphasis will, in 
most cases, mean a significant re- 
duction in the overall numbers of 
courses in education,’ the report 
said. “‘The education major as it has 
traditionally been known in under- 
graduate teacher preparation will no 
ones be necessary or appropri- 
ate.”

State Says Improvement Councils Work 


Elementary school improvement 
councils—like the ones Andover 
has—proved more effective in pro- 
viding additional educational offer- 
ings in 1988, their second year of 
operation, than when they were in- 
stituted in 1987, according to a sur- 
vey. 

Survey results released recently 
by State Education Commissioner 
Harold Raynolds, Jr., also showed 
that secondary school improvement 
councils “have made a very strong 
start in achieving the school-com- 
munity partnership goals of Chapter 
188,’’ he said. 


According to the survey, 98 per- 
cent of all schools in the state have 
formed school councils. Membership 
in the councils ranges from seven at 
the elementary level to nine at the 
secondary level. 

“Principal benefits of the councils 
include, in addition to increased re- 
sources for schools enrichment op- 
portunities for students, improved 
staff morale and improved instruc- 
tion for students,” Raynolds said. 


The survey was based, in part, on 
reports submitted by 1,186 elemen- 
tary and 457 secondary school coun- 
cils.

¢ A total of 87 percent of all coun- 
cils communicated with or coordi- 
nated with other individuals or 
groups for school advancement pur- 
poses. 


e Eighty-two percent of the coun- 
cils engaged in activities that pro- 
vided them with information on their 
school and community’s attitudes 
and opinions about their schools, up 
from 67 percent last year.

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Mass. Students Watch Less Television Than Peers 


The Massachusetts Educational 
Assessment Program survey con- 
ducted this year by the state Depart- 
ment of Education looked at areas 
such as students’ television watch- 
ing, homework, parents’ educational 
levels and academic aspirations. 

The survey results were compared 
with results for students across the 
nation. 

Among the findings: 

eMassachusetts students watch 
less television than their peers na- 
tionwide. 

Thirty-eight percent of the sev- 
enth-graders reported watching two 
hours or less each day, while in the 
national sample only 28 percent 
watched that little TV. The differ- 
ence between the two groups was 
even greater in the llth grade, 
where 66 percent of the Massachu- 
setts students said they watch TV 
two hours a day as opposed to 44 per- 
cent of the NAEP group. 


Thirty-eight percent of Mas- 
sachusetts seventh-graders re- 
ported watching two hours or 
less each day, while in the na- 
tional sample only 28 percent 
watched that little TV. The dif- 
ference between the two groups 
was even greater in the 11th 
grade, where 66 percent of thé 
Massachusetts students said 
they watch TV two hours a day 
as opposed to 44 percent of the 
NAEP group.

Studies have shown that children 
who watch television for several 
hours a day tend to have poorer test 
results than those whose watching 
habits are more moderate. 

eIn the area of homework, the re- 
plies of Massachusetts students in 
grades seven and 11 were almost ex- 
actly the same as replies nation- 
wide. Massachusetts students were 
a little more likely to get homework 
and to spend slightly longer on it. 

eSixty-one percent of the Massa- 
chusetts students described their 
high-school program as ‘“tacademic 
or college preparatory’’ as opposed 
to 48 percent nationwide. 

eIn Massachusetts, 48 percent of 
third-graders reported that they 
read out loud in reading class almost 
every day while on the national level 
only 39 percent responded that way. 
And 21 percent of the national sam- 
ple never read out loud in reading 
class compared with 4 percent of the 
students in Massachusetts. 

eOne substantial difference be- 
tween Massachusetts students and 
the national sample was in answers 
to the question, ‘How often do you 
look forward to your science class?”’ 
Bight percent more students in Mas- 
sachusetts than nationally answered 
“almost every day’ and 8 percent 
fewer in Massachusetts said “nev- 
er.” 

eThe pattern of responses about 
classroom activities in math was 
generally similar in Massachusetts 
and the rest of the country. One sub- 

stantial difference was that 78 oper- 
cent of the students in Mass-

achusetts reported that they “hardly 
ever or never’’ work in small groups 
in math class as opposed to 63 per- 
cent of the national sample. 

eOne finding concerned the age of 
Massachusetts teachers. The report 
said, ‘While teachers nationwide 
are growing older, because fewer 
young people are joining the teach- 
ing force, this trend is far more pro- 
nounced in Massachusetts. This 
phenomenon certainly has far-rang- 
ing consequences for the long term 
and this is an issue that must be ad- 
dressed soon.” 

In 57 percent of the schools in Mas- 
sachusetts, a majority of the teach- 
ers have been teaching at that 


school for at least 10 years. Nation- 
wide, the comparable figure is just 
26 percent. 

eMassachusetts principals were 
far more likely to have been head of 
the school for at least 10 years and 
they are more likely than the nation- 
al sample to be males. 


eThe Massachusetts’ commitment 
to special education was evident in 
the questionnaires. ‘‘Massachusetts 
schools tend to have slightly more 
specialists working in their schools 
in all areas except special education 
where they are far more likely to 
have several additional specialists,” 
the report said. 
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The state Board of Education dis- 
tributed $120 million to local school 
districts and other agencies during 
the 1986-’87 fiscal year. 

The money was in the form of 
grants that could be used to support 
efforts across 24 different programs. 

These programs ranged from im- 
proving the service and instruction 
of special needs students to a myri- 
ad of new support activities under 
Chapter 188, the Public School Im- 
provement Act of 1989. 

The statistic was one of several 
acts that appear in the board’s an- 
nual report for 1986-’87. Among high- 
lights: 

* The board developed new poli- 
cies dealing with public information, 
the competency testing of future tea- 
chers and, in a combined effort with 
the board of regents, a joint policy 
on occupational education. 

e A major step forward was the 
development and promulgation of 
the educational goals of Massachu- 
setts. Nine goals were identified and 
became the basis upon which the 
Legislative Commission on Reward- 
ing Educational Achievement and 
School Improvement Councils has 
chosen to establish criteria for de- 
termining progress in the schools 
and classrooms of the state. 

e The board spent the majority of 
its time deliberating topics such as 
ways to improve the status and pre- 
paration of educational personnel, 
instituting appron ra pupil-testing 
and curriculum-assessment pro- 
grams, approving the desegregation 
plans of six urban areas, implement-

ing adult education plans, examin- 
ing occupational education 
proposals, establishing guidelines 
for health education and early child- 
hood programs, preparing new 
school construction schedules and 
planning revisions in the structure of 
the department of education. 

The annual report said: “Im- 
provements in the conditions of tea- 
ching remain high on our list of 
unfinished business. The plight of 
the at-risk child must be lessened. 
The isolation of minority and special 
needs students must be reduced, if 
not eliminated. The assimilation of 
the new Americans must be met. 
The education and training of both 
youth and adults need further em- 
phasis to insure a bright future for 
them and our nation. The prepara- 
tion of our young through early 
childhood education needs expan- 
sion. Finally, the level of literacy 
must be elevated to the point where 
the natural thirst for the acquisition 
of knowledge never becomes 
quenched.” 

In a mission statement developed 
during the year, the board agreed to 
identify as its initial commitment to 
the citizenry of Massachusetts the 
assurance of ‘‘equal access to and 
opportunity for all students in pub- 
licly funded early childhood through 
secondary, occupational and adult 
education programs.”
